Few Amendments Made 
in, Bill, Despite Two 
Separate Attacks Upon 
Rate Section. 


GEORGE’S AMENDMENTS 
AMONG THOSE BEATEN 


Defeat of Bill When It 
Goes to House Freely 
Predicted by Leaders of 
Both Parties. 


Washington, January 29.—Witb al! 
amendments apparently dispused of. 
final action on the posta] pay and rate 
increase bill went over in the senat: 
late today until to .orrow, when an 
early vote on passage is expected by 
leaders, 

Modifications in the rate increasee 
were voted ipto the bill toder. but the 
rate section as a whole withstood two 
separate attacks which would have 
eliminated it entirely and left the bill 
in the same form as passed at the last 
session and vetoed by President Cool 
idge, providiag only for salary in 
creases. 

Slignt Changes Made. 

On motion of Senator Oddie, re 
publican, Nevada, a proposed one-cent 
a-pound increase o. advertising mat- 
ter of publications, subject to first and 
second cirss rates, was eliminated, and 
Senator Moses, republican, New 
Hampsbire, in charge of the bill, ob- 
tained the approval of the senate for 
withdrawal of proposed slight in. 
creases in fourth el: s mail. 

An amendment by Senator Harris, 
democrat, Georgia, to authorize the 
postmaster general fo ¢onduct experi- 
ments ‘on’ 50: rural routes with a 
view to encouraging transportation of 
food products from farms to con- 
sumers, was accepted. 

An attempt by Senator Curtis, of 
Kansas, the republican leader. to 
make the salary increases retroactive 
only to January 1 of thie sear. in- 
stead uf July 1, 1924, as provided by 
the measure, was defeated by a close! 
vote. Setiator Curtis said a sim of 
$38,000,900 was involved, but oppon- 
ents of the proposal insisied congress 
would not -be keeping faith with pos- 
ial employees if the effective date 
of the salary increase was changed. 

Predict Defeat in House. 

Speakers ov both sides of the cham 
ber expressed the opinion that if the 
bill finally is passed, it will be re- 
jected by the house becauge of the 
rate increases which, they argued, vio 
late the constitutional requirements 
that all 
vriginate in the house. 

In this connection the house ways , 
and means committee which has con- 
trol over such legislation, met today to 
consider its stand on the question 
whether the senate had exceeded its 
authority with respect to such legis- 
lation. A sub-committee was named 
yo study the question. 

Will Raise $50,000,000. 
In its present form, Senator Mose» 


estimated the measure would raise 
x50,U00,Q00 additional revenue and 
provide for an additiona! annual ex- 
penditure of $68,000,000 for increases 
in postal employees’, salaries. 

Senator Harrison/ d.mocrat, Missis- 
sippi, asked how the president could

Senator Moses said 
President Coolidge, in his veto mes- 
sage, had declared a bill for posta;

‘irst-class—Rates for private mail- 
ing cards and souvenir postcards 
would be increased from one to two 
cents. 

Second-class—Reading matter of 
publications would be charged 1 1-4c 
a pound. The present rate is 11-2e a 
pound, except for religious, scientific, 
education and philanthropic periodi- 
cals, which enjoy the 1 1-4c rate. 

Rates on. Advertising Matter. 

Advertising matter of publications 
would be charged 2 cents a pound for 
the first two 2ones, and 3 cents for 
the third zone, the same as now; 6 
cents for the fourth, fifth and sixth 
zones, and 8 cents for the seventh and 
eighth zones. This is a slight redue 
tion on the last two zones. Religious, 
scientific, educational and philanthro- 
phie publications would be allowed the 
present flat rate, 1 1-4 cents a pound. 

Third Class—The limit of weight of 
packages eligible for this service would 
be cut from eight to four ounces, ex- 
cept for books, catalogues and seeds. 

fourth Class—A service charge of 2 
cents on all packages, excepting those 
originating on rural routes, would be 
charged. A special delivery service 
with a charge of 25 cents on each 
package would be created. No changes 
in present rates are proposed. 

Increases recommended by the pot- 
office department in the rates on 
money orders, registered mail, special 
delivery, insurance and collect on-de 
livers sefvices would be made. 


TWO AMENDMENTS 
BY GEORGE ADOPTED. 
Washington, January 29.—(Spe 
eial.)—After defeat by a vote of 43 
to 36 of his amendment: lowering rates 
on newspapers, Senator George, of 
Georgia, offered two other amend- 
ments to the postal salaries and rate 
vill, which were adopted by the senate. 
They apply to the section of the bill 
providing for increased postal rates 
and will have the effect of reducing 
rates on third-class and fourth-class 
mail, the fourth-class including parcel 
pust, to the existing rates.

rates, except that a service charge of 
2 cents on each package is added. All 
packages collected on rural delivery 
routes are exempt from this service 
eharge under the amendment, 
Senator George said: “While my 
amendment to the rates on second- 
elass mail was resected by close vote, 
the net result of my efforts in this 
direction is to, procure fur newspa- 
pers and periodicals the existing rates

When the oratorical contest which 
is being sponsored in Georgia by The 
Constitution and the State High 
School association, holds its district 
meet in the seventh congressional dis- 
trict, the contest will be staged at 
Cedartown and all high school boys 
and girls taking part will be guests of 
the Cedartown Kiwanis club. 


B. F. Quigg, chairmah of the Sev- 
enth District High School association 
wrote to this effect to J. S. Stewart, 
professor of secondary education and 
inspector of high schools, at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. Professor Stewart 
is president of the State High Schoo) 
association and has worked out the 
plan under which this oratory contest 
is to be conducted in Georgia and by 
which the Georgia state winner will 
compete for the national prizes’ of- 
fered by the American Bar associa- 
tion. 

The Seventh district contest will be 
held at Cedartown on April 10. There 
are 18 high schools in the district 
which are members of the district as- 
sociation and it is expected that each 
will enter their champion orator in 
the contest at Cedartown. 

Parent-Teachers Indorse. 


Another development in the orator- 
ical contest came in = announcement 
that the executive board of the Geor- 
gia Parent-Teachers association had 
heartily indorsed the plan at a neet- 
ing held in Atlanta Thursday. 

The resolution was introduced by 
G. W. Glausier, superintendent of the 
Decatur public schools and treasurer 
of the Georgia Educational associa- 
tion. It was unanimously passed by 
the board. 

The resolution follows: 

“Resolved, that the executive board 
of the Georgia Parent-Teachers asso- 
ciation heartily indorses the national 
oratorical contest on the constitution 
of the United States, which is being 
conducted in Georgia by The Consti- 
tution, through the association of ac- 
eredited high schools of the various 
districts.” 

Cash Prizes Offered. 

Throughout the state high schools 
will hold oratory contests to select 
school representatives on March 20. 
Each school winner then will take 
part in a contest in its own congres- 
sional district, on April 9 or 10, 
and each winner in these district con- 
tests will receive a cash prize of 
$15, given by The Constitution. 

Twelve district winners will come to 
Atlanta on April 24 to compete in 
the state contest, to bé held before 
Governor Clifford Walker. For this 
contest The Constitution offers two 
prizes, the first of $100 in gold and the 
second $20. 

The winner of this contest then will 
he entered in the zone contest of 
the national competition, to be held 
for states in this zone at Nashville, 
Tenn., on May 1. There are seven 
zones and these seven winners will 
then go to Washington, D. C., for the 
national finals presided over by Presi- 
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dent Calvin Coolidge, on May. 8. 
There are seven prites offered by the 
American Bar association in this na- 
tional contest, as follows: 


fourth, $450; fifth, $400; sixth, $350; 
seventh, $300. 

Any bona fide high school student 1s 
eligible to enter this contest, provided 
he or she is not over 19 years of age 
on February 1, 1925. Both boys and 
girls may compete. 

Must Be Original. 

Orations must be original and must 
not exceed ten minutes time in their 
delivery. They may be written on 
any one of eight subjects: The United 
States constitution, or the relationship 
thereto of Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison, Marshall, Webster, Hamilton 
or Lincoln. 

In writing about arrangements for 
holding the seventh district contest in 
Cedartown, Mr. Quigg says: 

“A meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the seventh district was 
held in Rome this morning at which 
it was unanimously decided to hold 
the district oratorical contest on the 
constitution in Cedartown, on April 10,

Referring to “some needs of the 
south’s dairy industry,” Mr. McClain 
said: “During the last few years 
under the stress of adverse agricul- 
tural conditions, dairying has made 
much progress in the south and in 
Georgia.

The bill, as passed, he 
said, would be disastrous to many 
southern short lines and the territory 
they serve and cripple others so that 
it would take them years to recover. 

Were it not for these — short-line 
roads, the witness declared, “a largi 
part of the territory: they serve would 
be undeveloped and without railroad 
facilities.” 

“This bill with the short lines hav 
ing more than one junction would 
have the effect of compelling their re- 
tirement from competitive business at 
those junctions or reducing the rates 
at their local points,” he pointed out. 

“In either case, the effect would be 
disastrous to both railroads and the 
public.” 

The short and weak railroads @o 
not >clicve that the bill w-uld increase 
the production of raw materials or 
the manufacture or the material, or 
the development or the manufacture 
in the interior or for tke country as a 
whole, Mr. Streyer contended. 

“They believe it will stunt and re- 
tard the development of the rural and 
undeveloped regions,” he said, adding 
that it was not in the public interest 
to make “ag more stringen or réstric- 
tive application of the present law.”

Townsend, Ga., January 29.—Re- 
luctant in retreating from its newest 
conquests, truant waters, flanking all 
sidea in this vicinity, began tailing 
back last night, slowly, but unmis- 
takably, giving cause for fresh hopes 
amung the flood sufferers that the 
advent of cold weather would aot be 


made unehdurable by the further pre- 
theted rise following the arrival of 
cew freshets. 

Changing with kaleidoscopic rapia- 
ity, the dark, black-like waters of 
the swamp land have been supplanted 
by the clay-tinged wixture from the 
upper streams, coufiiming the predic- 
tion made a few days ago by sages 
of the township that the bottoms of 
the tributaries had been reached by 
the «wollen torrents. in its vastness, 
the color change in its scenic effect 
suggests the arrival of reinforcements 
for the attacking army—analogy uot 
witheut its basis of facts. 

Of chief concern today among the 
relief workers was the reaching of the 
Jories vicinity. Efforts to transport 
food to this section failed yesterday. 
The change in the waters’ color- 
scheme served to baffle the pilots of 
the improvised motor boat, and re 
sulted in the total disabling of the 
motor propeller. Stumps, floating 
logs and hillocks menaced the food- 
carrying boat and made travel in this 
manner impossible. The last reports 
from Jones indicated food was ueed- 
ed, and with the arrival] of the cold 
wave, more blankets. 

Jones Stil] Cut Off, 

Workers stated this morning an ef- 
fort would be made during the day to 
roll a hand-car over the railroad tracks 
to Jones. This, however, was viewed 
as a dangerous undertaking. 

In some cases the water has covered 
the tracks to a depth of 14 inches, 
washing out the foiindation around 
the cross-ties and warping the tracks 
themselves. 

Into the clearing house of the vicin- 
ity’s news, namely, Townsend, and 
to be more specific, Midleton’s store, 
reports of encouraging nature drifted 
in this nvorning. 

The water is falling at Lumber City 
and Hawkinsville. It is also reported 
to be receding in the Ludowici sec- 
tion. This was viewed as a good 
omen, whether the guess that the new 
freshet had already arrived was cor- 
rect or not. If the expected new stage 
has already arrived, thus explaining 
the slowless of the waters’ drop, then 
the flood victims see better conditions 
ahead. If the new stage has not yet 
arrived, then the dropping of the water 
may take care of the additional freshet 
when it does arrive. 

Wagon Trains Used. 

Thé Cox and Rozier districts were 
able to send for their groceries to- 
day. Wagon trains were mustered 
into service, supplanting the inevit- 
able and heretofore dependable mo- 
tor. Farmers living on the outskirts 
of Townsend were also able to send 
for their supplies, thus relieving the 
volunteer workers of considerable wor- 


| ries. 


Health authorities have advised all 
flood victims, forced to use well wa- 
ter polluted with the flood tide, to 
boil all water before drinking it. This 
is expected to avert the spread of 
typhoid fever. 

-Relief workers were on the lookout 
today for the’ Louisa A., another sup- 
ply boat, which left Savannah for 
the flood area yesterday afternoon. 
The newest relief boat from Savan- 

nah carries five tong of food. It 
will land at Cedar Point, near here, 
and the cargo will be brought to 
Townsend for distribution. Of equal 
necessity, now that the cold weather 
is here, will be the distribution of 
blankets. . 


HERRIOT TALK CAUSES 
SENSATION IN BERLIN 


Berlin, January 29.—(By the Asso- 
clated Press.)—Premier Herriot’s

who drove the car that killed Al- 
derman Dolvin may have been driv- 
ing, it is a fact that speeding in 
Atlanta, especially on suburban 
paved streets, has beer responsible 
for many tragedies, and it ought to 
be stopped right now. Speeding is 
recklessness, and it is too late to 
moralize about it after a human life 
has been snuffed ou’. 

The overwhelming grief of the 
city that followed the Dolvin trag- 
edy, and the sympathy for the 
stricken family, is extended in a 
measure to the young man who 
drove the death car. That it was 
not a rum car, that the driver was 
sober, and that only fright pre- 
vented him from stopping, are fea- 
tures of the tragedy that the public 
accepts. 

But neither circumstances that 
condemn nor extenuate can bring 
the dead to life, or soften the sor- 
row of those bereaved. 

Accidents must be reduced as 
much as humanly possible, and of 
all the causes of accidents that of 
speeding should be rigidly and vig- 
orously dealt with. There is not a 
day in Atlanta that scores of citizens 
are not called upon to make mad 
dashes for safety to escape speed- 
ing cars that are bearing down upon 
them. This must stop. Pedestrians 
at the same time must cooperate. 
They have a responsibility no less 
keen, and that must be recognized. 

Atlanta has been making a better 
record recently in her traffic prob- 
lems. There have been fewer acci- 
dents, and on the whole of a less 
Serious nature. 

Due to the activities of the 
safety council, the press, and the 
growing efficiency of traffic law 
enforcement, the people have begun 
to appreciate the importance of 
obeying traffic laws, and cooperat- 
ing in making safe streets. 

All the progress made toward

THE TIDE HAS TURNED. 

lt is most gratifying that the pro- 
posed child labor amendment to the 
federal constitution has been defi- 
nitely defeated by the failure of a 


the same. 

It is of more than passing inter- 
est to Georgia, for this is the first | 
state to decline ratification. 

Following Georgials lead there 
was a veritable stampede, of state 
vetoes, and even before the required 
number of thirteen had been secured 
it was firmly established that the 
would be adversed. 
Fourteen state legislatures have 
acted upon the congressional pro- 
posal, while in Massachusetts the 
proposed amendment was rejected 
by referendum last November. 
California and Arkansas were the 
only states favoring the proposal, 
while the amendment was rejected 
by one or both houses of the legis- 
lature in the following states: South 
and North Carolina, Georgia, Louisi- 
ana, Texas, Oklahoma, South and 
North Dakota, Kansas, Ohio, Wash- 
ington and Delaware. 

In Wyoming the senate voted to 
postpone indefinitely a resolution of 
ratification. 

The tide against this proposed 
amendment is significant in two re- 


erally are unalterably opposed to 
federal regulation of all labor to the 
age of 18, which is, under modern 
advantages, nearer normal mental 
and physical maturity than “the age 
of majority” was a few years back. 

But even more significant is the 
tendency to check the tide toward 
centralized government. In recent 
years there had been built up a 
strong movement toward a bu- 
reaucracy in Washington, largely 
through indifference of voters. 

It had not only reached such force 
that the autonomy of-states had be- 
come seriously threatened by it, but 
it was striking at the very foundation 
of our system of representative gov- 
ernment. It had accentuated govern- 
ment by minority, and especially in- 
visible government, which is even 
today the greatest menace that has 
confronted the nation in genera- 
tions. ‘ 

The tendency to tinker with the 
federal constitution has almost un- 
consciously gotten a dangerous foot- 
hold. 

Thus it was, when the child labor 
amendment came out of congress, 
directly striking another blow at the 
right of states, Georgia led in its 
crucifixion and the other states, 
north, south and west, stampeded 
behind Georgia’s lead. 

The Constitution has vigorously 
fought the proposed amendment 
from the first, believing it struck at 
a vital principle in our national life- 
and in our system of government. 
It fought it, too, because it went 
beyond all reason in the scope of 
proposed “control,” and unwittingly 
undertook to destroy the young 
manhood and womanhood of to- 


morrow. 

There should be rigid regulativn| 
of any kind of labor done by chil- 
dren, in every state, with necessary 
Safeguards thrown around them, 
and with every protection for their 
mental and physical and moral de- 
velopment. The Georgia laws should 
be amended and made stronger. As 
neatly as practicable state laws 
should be uniform. 

But these are matters»for the 
States in their own functions as free 
and independent units in the na- 
tional confederation.

The United States gold dollar con- 
tains 25.22 grains of fine gold, whiie 
the British sovereign, or pound ster- 
ling, contains 113 grains of fine gold. 
Consequently the equivalent of the 
pcind = gterline in United Siates 
money when the currencies of both 


The gold coins of the two coyntries 
can be molted and converted into 
each other on that basis, and before 
the war that was done whenever ex- 
changes rose above shipping costs. 
During the war the exchange rate 
was held at about $4.76 by the Britisb 
government, which was able to sup- 
ply all dematts through the loans 
granted by the United States govern- 
ment, but when these arrangements 
came to an end ir 1919, the heavy 
balance of payments in favor of the 
United States forced the sterling rate 
down to about $3.19 in 1920. #fom 
this point it recovered to $4.72 1-4 in 


early part of 1924, from which with 
constant minor fluctuations it has 
mw.oved up to where it is now. 

Such fluctuations in the relative 
value of the doliar and pound have 
been an embarrassment to trade be- 
tween the two c -ntries. When the 
pound declines, the cost of the food- 
stuffs and raw materials which Great 
Britain imn-~ from the United 
S‘ates is inereased proportionately, 
and when the pound rises the cost of 
British products is increased in the 
United States. Moreover, the in- 
stability of the ratrs constit e a con- 
element -° risk in trade. With 
such fluctuations it is impossible te 
calculate closely -vhat a given sum in 
the money of either country will be 
worth in the money of the other at 
a future cate. The depreciation of 
the pound increases the amount which 
the government of Great Britain is 
obliged to raise in making the pay- 
ments upon its lebt to the govern- 
ment of the United States. 


These important rela:ions with the 
United States alone make it desirable 
that Great Britain «hall return to 
parity of exchange as soon as prac- 
ticable, but the fact that other coun- 
tries are moving to resume gold pay- 
ments is a further incentive. The 
new German system is based upon 
gold, while Sweden, Holland, Den- 
mark, Switzerland, Austria, Hungary, 
Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, and even 
Russia, either have stabilized their 
currencie- in relation to gold or are 
getting ready to do so. By bringing 
their currencies into fixed relations 
with g-'!d they bring therm into fixed 
relations with each other.

“A Man 
For A’ That.” 


Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, so often 
looked upon as a dour, unimaginative 
Scot, is in reality a man of deep 
thought, a versatile writer, a formida- 
bie polemic and above all a_ person 
endowed with good common sense. 
Recently he attended a supper given 
by “old students” at a ‘‘workingmen’s 
college” in London und in the course 
of an informa! talk gave the follow- 
ing definition of au educated man: 
‘The educated man is a man with 
certain spiritual Gualities which, make 
tim calm in adversity, happy when 
atone, just in his dealings, rational 
cnd sane in the fullest meaning of 
that word in all the affairs of his 
life.” If that be a definition closely 
approaching the truih, it becomes ob- 
vious at once that education may not 
always be acquired in schools of 
iearning, aud in fact an educated man 
may be, as Mr. MacDonald said, a 
man who has difficulty in writing his 
own name.

Atlanta Merchant 
Discusses Lax Laws 
Covering Automobiles 


Editor Constitution: The uncalled for ac. 
cident and death of Councilman Dolvin by 
an automobile has been a great shock to 
our city. Your paper carried the headlines 
this morning that it was a conscience- 
stricken youth who confessed to the acci- 
dent. 

It is a well-known fact that the laws of 
Georgia in regard to automobiles are more 
lax than any other state in the union, 
and I believe that if our incoming legis- 
lature would tighten up those laws there 
would be less accidents and less stealing 
of automobiles. 

Georgia is ene of the very few, if not 
the only state in. the union, that requires 
but one tag, and that placed anywhere on 
the rear of the car. The other states in 
the union require two tags—one on the 
front and one on the rear, and that both 
of said tags must be placed in a con- 
spicwous place, where the number may be 
seen at a distance of fifty feet, and that 
said tags must be kept clean. 

As I was driving in my car in Denver, 
Colo, some time ago, 
the state inspector that my rear tag was 
one-half inch low, and that said tag would 
have to be raised. 

In New Mexico they made the law that 
their tags carry on plate the word ‘‘front,” 
**back,”’ so that no one can offer an excuse 
for having forgotten or left one of his tags 
ort, or that he had been working on his 
car, or loaned one of the plates. 

In many other states when one secures 
his license tag he is given a card that car. 
ries his name, address, the license number, 
the engine number, the model of the car 
and the year. Also amount of license paid. 
Also there are three or four lines left for 
the party to Till in the names of the parties, 
in his own handwriting, who shall have 
the right to drive the car. That card must 
be carried at all times by the driver of 
said car. 

In talking te policemen in the different 


cities and small towns in motoring, they 
tell me that where they are instructed to 


look for a car, that the front place is the 
one the detection is usually made from, and 
if they are at all suspicious they can stop 
with the front nomber, while if only a rear 
plate is carried, the car moving rapidly is 
hard to catch said number of plate. Also, 
with two tags, usually the front tag number 
is visible, even though rear tag may be 
covered up with mud. And today if you 
will notice on the streets ef Atlanta you 
will see that 25 per cent of the cars carry 
tags that are so dirty and so placed that 
it is impossible to detect the number. Fur- 
thermore, many states require that all 
licenses for the incoming year must be on 
the car not later than February 1. 

Georgia is about the only state In the 
uniea that I know of, where the tags are 
isaved from the capitol. Many of the states 
that 1 could enumerate, the tags are issued 
by the county tax assessor and treasurer. 
Therefore, by so doing, it is more conven- 
lent to those desiring tags, and also as one 
county treasurer told me that taxes on 
automobiles had been increased very largely 
in the state by this method. A memoran- 
dum of the car, the make, the year and 
price paid is kept. 

I believe that if some of these changes 
were made to the Georgia laws we would 
have less accidents and less stealing of 
cars. Furthermore, I believe that if the 
incoming legislature would pass a law, which 
many of the states have now adopted, re- 
quiring all cars or vehicles to come to a 
dead stop before crossing railroad tracks, 
there would be less accidents. The states 
that have passed that law, most of them, 
have a large white sign painted in large 
red letters, with the abbreviation of the 
state marked. For {fllustration:

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MEASURE PROVIDES 
DIXIE PARK SURVEY 


Washington, January 20.—The 
house public lands committee today re- 
ported a bill to authorize the secretary 
of interior to investigate the sites of 
three proposed national parks in the 
southern Appalachian meuntains and 
other such territory in the same re- 
gion that might be suitable for park 
purposes. 

The measure would direct the secre- 
tary to gather full information on all 
aspects of the proposed sites and re- 


port back to congress such recommend- 
ations as he might deem advisable. 

Specifically the bill would call for 
a survey of park sites in the Blue 
Ridge mountains in Virginia, the 
Smoky mountains in North Carolina- 
‘Tennessee, and the Mammoth cave 
regions in Kentucky. 

To carry out the survey the secre- 
tary would be empowered to appoint 
a commission of five members and an 
appropriation of $20,000 would be au- 
thorized to defray its expenses. 

It was pointed out the bill does not 
definitely recommend the creation of 
any park and provides only for the full 
colleetion of data on the proposed lo- 
cations, such as'to boundaries, the ac- 
quiring of land and the possible co-. 
operation to be expected from states 
interested in the proposed projects. 

The secretary, however, would be di- 
rected “‘to receive definite offers of 
donations of lands and moneys and 
to secure such options as in his judg- 
ment may be considered reasonable and 
just for the purchase of the lands.” 

The hill calling for this survey was 
introduced by Representative Temple, 
repuvlican, Pennsylvania, chairman of 
a commission which recently investie 
gated possible park sites in the Ap 
palachian region. Hearings on thé 
measure were held today after which 
the committee in executive session 
voted to report the bill. 


CAVALRY GIVES $1,000 


FOR BENNING STADIUM 


Washington, January 29.—The Ine 
fantry association announced today 
that the Cavalry association had con- 
tributed $1,000 toward the erection 
of the Infantry Memorial stadinm at 
Fort Benning, Georgia, the Infantry 
school, which is being put up as a 
memorial to “The Doughboys Whe 
Lost Their Lives in the World War.”

at Gowdy Field March 31.

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More Cotton to the Acre 
and Less Acres in Cot- 
ton the Only Solution of 
Serious Situation. 


Athens, Ga., January 29.—(Spe- 
cial, )—At the request of a large num- 
per of demonstration agents assembled 
here at the state farm conference, the 
address of James A. Hoilomon, as- 


sociate editor of The Atlanta Consti- 
tution, will be given the widest pos- 
sible circulation thrutghout the state, 
the publication in newspayers being 
supplemented by pamphlets. Mr. Hol- 
omon spoke on the general subject, 
“The Boll Weevil Is Not the Great- 
st Problem Ccufronting Cotton 
Farmers.” The following is the full 
text of the address, as making a part 
of the proceedings of the ccnference: 

Mr. chairman, end friends. When 
Dr. Soule was kind enough to invite 
me to address this conference he was 
ilso kind ‘enough to leave the sub- 
ect open. 

In the printed program he has ae- 
signed it as “Ihe Situation From an 
Editor’s Viewpoint.” ‘That is broad 
mough, not having defined any spe- 
tific “situation,” for me to run the 
gamut of discussion from bootlegging 
to evolution, both of which issues 
have at times oceupied much of the 
shought of Georgians. 

I have in my mind some [:xed ideas 
tbout problems cuoufrunting the cot- 
ton producing interests of the world, 
»f the United States, and more espe- 
fially as they relate to the produc- 
tion of the staple in our own section. 

I shal] endeavor to be more inform- 
itive than controversial, citing some 
‘acts that may not be_ generally 
tnown by all of you, and that do, 
mn “my estimation, demand serious 
thought and action. 

Some one may inquire as to what 
.n editor knows about producing cot- 
tion. That is not the side of it I 
shall attempt to handle. The prob- 
ems of producing cotton relate to 
‘arm operation. ‘Those of cutton pro- 
luction to a farmers’ economic in- 
rests. 

And yet I do know something about 
producing cotton, having been born 
om a cotton farm, and as a boy em- 
Noyed in every sphere of farm activ- 
ty from plowing to ginning. I have 
made some study of the bkcll weevil 
is most of you know. But this dis- 
russion shall hinge ground the prob- 
ems confronting cotton production, 
ind not the physical processes of 
‘rowing cotton in spite of the boll 
weevil, 

Must Sound Aiarm., 


I believe that the day has come 
when we should sound the alarm sig- 
pal at the tendency to increase the 
»tton acreage in this section of the 
belt, and that the southeast particu- 
arly must revise its cropping pro- 
‘ram so as to materially increase 
he production to the acre, and at the 
ame time cut down the acres—that 
his section of the cotton belt espe- 
tially must reconstruct its farm oper- 
itions to the end of increasing the 
ertility of soil through. more exten- 
‘tive use of green manure crops, and 
o the end of plenning rotations so 
hat cotton may not year after year 
ollow cotton. 

Less acres to cotton and more cot- 
on to the acre is the only hope of 
meeting demand with cotton at a 
»rice which will give southern grow- 
irs a fair profit. 

Now let's study the situation, and 
n doing so 1 must necessarily use a 
‘reat many statistices which fre usn- 
ily dry and boresome, but I hope in 
his case may be of sufficient merit 
o justify your close attention, 

Since 1904 the trend in the United 
States has been in .the direction of 
in increased acreage planted to cot- 
cn. For the first five years of this 
yeriod the harvested acreage aver- 
iged 30,360,000, For the second five- 
ear period it was 34,152,000. From 
914 to 1920, inelusive. our average 
«reage was 34,646,000. The small- 
‘st acreage for thirteen cuonsecutive 
reurs Was harvested in 1921—follow- 
ne the nrice fall in 1920—when the 
tereage figure w..s 30,509.000. Since 
hen the acreage curve has been on 
ihe upgrade. reaching in 1923 the 
‘igh point of 37,130,000 acres of cot- 
on actually harve-ted. while the esti- 
nated acreage plerted and in culti- 
ration on June 25, 1924, was 40.- 
03.000, 

The curve of production per acre 
teadily has been going downward— 
rom 195.8 pounds per acre for the 
ive-vear period 1904-1908, to 132.2 
wounds of lint fer the average of 
he 1921-1923 period. The 1923 per- 
kere vield for the United States was 
30.4 pounds. In 1924, due to favor- 
ble weather and better weevil -on- 
rol, the per acre average increased to 
reund 150 pounds, 

Before 1915 the effect of the boll 
weevil on_tetal production wag not 
elt in full force, inasmuch as up to 
fiat time production in uninfested 
erritory offset decreased yields 
aused br the weevil in the infested 
ireas. But it may be said that after 
914. in which year we produced the 
argest crop on record (16,000.00 
yales). dates the real turn in the tide 
if production, attributable in a meas- 
ire to this canse. 

Exports Falling Off. 

During the ealendar year 1922 
imerican exports of raw cotton were 
6 per cent less than in 1921. and 
8.5 per cent less than the pre-war 
iverage. In the calendar year 1*' 
wre exported 13 per cent Jess cotton 
than in 1922, and 37.8 per cent less 
than our pre-war average while our

© 1924 were 38 per cent less than 
he »re-war average, 

With the vigorous campaigns that 
tave heen made in the last three

nitivation, cutting the acreage to the 
low down to 10 asa maximum, some- 
me may wonder why the total Ameri- 
an acreage is gracually increasing. It 
e because of the enormons extensions 
f the growing area in the southwest

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and in California. In 1924 Texas 
planted 1,555,000 new acres to cot- 
ton, out in the dry country where 
weevil infestation is nominal. Califor- 
nia planted acres in 1924 
against about half that acreage the 
preceding year. South Illinois plant- 
ed 15, acres, Kansas 2 acres 
and Kentucky 18,500 acres. 

The extension of the American 
growing area isa problem that stirkes 
direct!y at the southeast. It must be 
remembered that whenever weather 
conditions are favorable there will 
come out of this new cotton area in 
west Texas cheaper cotton than the 
older sections of the belt, particularly 
those where the rainfall is greater, at 
present are producing. he humid 
areas of the belt are faced with a de- 
gree of competition from the semi- 
arid sections of the southwest. That 
is the plain English of it. 

During the war practically all world 
surplus.cotton stocks were consumed, 
leaving no reserves. 

For the year 1923-24, the world sup- 
ply of all commercial cotton consisted 
of some 24,500,000 bales. For 1921- 
22, the supply was 29,000,000 bales. 
American production today is relative- 
ly one-half of the world production. 

America’s post-war average produc- 
tion of cotton has been falling some 
two and a half million bales under 
the pre-war average. A steady de- 
crease in the yield per acre also is 
recyrded—from an average of 193.8 
pounds for 1904 to 1908, inclusive, to 
the revised estimate of 130.6 pound 
tor 192: -24. 

Before the war, Europe accounted 
for 55 per cent of the world’s total 
cotton consumption; United States, 24 
per cent; all other countries, 21 per 
cent. Since the war Europe’s propor- 
tion has been 40 per cent; the United 
States, 30 per cent; all other coun- 
tries, 30 per cent. Compared with 
pre-war average consumption, post- 
war consumption has been as follows: 
the world, 92 per cent; the United 
States, 108 per cent; Europe, 66 per 


increase in consumption by “all oth- 
ers” is due to increased activity of 
cotton spinning in China and Japan. 

Twenty years ago America was con- 
suming in the neighborhood of 36 per 
cent of her total production of cotton. 
Now that proportion totals about 56 
per cent. 

The British cotton spinning indus- 
try holds that the. world’s present 
minimum requirement of American 
cotton is some 12,500,000 bales an- 
nually. It is estimated that the world 
consumed 12,710,000 bales of Ameri- 
can cotton during the fiscal year 1922- 
23 but only 10$!7T5,000 bales during 
the year ended Jujy 31, 1924. 

The World Growing Cetton. 

Now let’s study the activities of the 
other nations in cottom production. 
Since the war there has been an agri- 
cultural reconstruction all over the 
world necessarily. The peak prices 
of raw cotton a year a more ago stim- 
ulated the activity of thees recon- 
structing nations to take up and 
vigorously push cotton growing 
wherever possible. News of the boll 
weevil in America and the decline in 
production accentuated the trend, 
Great Britain became uneasy as to the 
future supply for her milling in- 
terests. She not only began active ef- 
forts at cotton production in all of her 
colonies, but subsidized production, 
placing premiums and guarantees. 

On July 18, 1923, the English cot- 
ton industry bill received royal assent 
and became law. Under its provisions 
contributions at the rate of sixpence 
(12 cents) on every bale of raw. cot- 
ton imported into and spun in the 
United Kingdom must be paid to the 
British Kmpire Cotton Growing cor- 
poration. In c«adition toe its In- 
come from the levy of sixpence 
on every standard bale of all cotton 
purchased by spinners in Great Bri- 
tain, the corporation received from the 
guvernment a capital contribution of 
nearly one million pounds, 

The corporation’s object, briefly 
stated, is to encourage and promote 
cotton production in the British do- 
minions. This project calls for exten- 
sive experimentation and studies of 
ths physical and economic factors 
governing such production. 

In Egypt, the Sudan, Uganda, 
Nigeria, South Africa, the territory 
known as the old German East Afri- 
ca, in India, Australia, the Kenja 
colony, British West Indies—in all of 
these dominions the British govern- 
ment, through its cotton growing cor- 
poration, making every possible ef- 
fort to stimulate the production of 
raw cotton. In Australia price 
suarantees have been fixed. Where la- 
bor is inadequate in any one dominion 
labor is supplied by the home gov- 
ernment. The providing of imperial 
credit, experts in cultivation, ma- 
chinery, fertilizers, free seed, experi- 
mentations in improving the staple, 
all of these things Great Britain is 
doing today in the agricultural recon- 
struct'on of her possessions, 

Let’s look at some of 
countries— 

A record 1925 crop of cotton is ex- 
pected from Argentina, dye to a large 
acreage planted and excellent grow- 
ing conditions. The 1923-24 acreage 
was 154,800, with a production of 
73.703 bales, as against 45,500 acres 
planted to cotton, with a_ production 
of £6,892 bales in 1922-23. 

The bulk of cotton grown in Brazil 
is of 11-2-inch staple. Here the la- 
hor problem is not so serious a one, 
and it seems probable that if condi- 
tions continue to justify, there will be 
diverted to cotton growing a percent- 
nse of lands at present devoted to the 
growing of sugar and coffee. 

Activity in Brazil. 

While there are many serious ob- 
stacles to immediate inerease in cot- 
ton: production in Brazil. such as the 
menace of the pink boll worm and 
other insects, and lack of necessary 
modern machinery as well as a lack 
of knowledge of the best methods of 
production, neverthelese these ob- 
stacles are not standing in the way of 
a determined effort on the part of 
that country to raise her rating as a 
satton-producing territory. The largest 
eror harvested in Brazil was that of 
192%-24. when 719,000 bales were 
produced. Her acre vields averaged 
175% pounds of lint in 1923-24 as 
seainst 122 pounds in this country. 
Think of that, with the pink bollworm 
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po psa per acre. Nye 
2 pounds of lint in 1923-24 
as against our 132, and with far 
eheaper labor. 


| France has followed Great Britain's 
example in subsidizing cotton produc- 
tion in her colonials. 

India’s 1923-24 production reached 
4.247.100 bales on slightly less than 
23,000,000 acres. Her 1925 acreage 
is approximated at 26.247,00) acres. 
Thie. indicates the energy in cotton 
production in that country with the 
at cheapest kind of producing la- 

r. 

Mexico, although weevil-infested, is 
preparing to run up her acreage this 
year. President Calles is urging a 
‘estion production increase. 


Peru produces a long-staple cot- 
ton, running up to 1 1-44 inches. This 
is similar to our own uoland types 
which make up about 10 per cent of 
our producticn. Peruvian cotton is 
a seriouge competicor of our exports 
of delta-long-staple cotton t. Eng- 
land. fPeru’s yield per acre is high 
and production costs low. She grew 
around 201).000 bales in 2924. As 
she needs only som. 25,000 bales for 
home use, it can be seen that there 
is quite a large erport surplus of the 
tyne of rotton produced from our 
Celta areas. 

Russia’s 1923 24 crop ran up to 
about 321,000 bales as against 55,000 
bales the previons vear. Think of 
that 600 per cent increase in one 
year..

My friends, it is obvious that the 
world is turning to cotton production, 
that the arid southwest United States 
has a decided production advantage 
in good weather over our section, and 
that practically every cotton produc- 
ing country in the world is far out- 
stripping us in the amount of lint 
cotton produced to the acre. 

These are startling figures but it 
is well to digest them so that we 
may right face about, not only to 
hold our dominancy in botton ‘pro- 
duction but to make the crop pay 
the farmer a profit. Increased pro- 
duction to the acre. with rigid econ. 
omy in production. is the only way in 
the world to do it. 

Costs of Production. 

Now let us see what it costa at 
this time to produce cotton in this 
country. 

Outside of the. cotton belt there 
prevails the general impression that 
even 30-cent cotton means prosperity 
to all ite growers. An examination 
into production ensts does not bear 
this out. /Jt ‘costs vastly more tz. 
produce cotton under boll weevil con- 
ditions than formerly it did. Added 
to this increase 1< the higher price 
level for labor, fertilizer, machinery 
and other supplies entering into the 
cost account. 

Production costs for agricultural] 
products not always are as accurate 
ag cost figures for fabricated prod- 
ucts. Comparatively few cotton 
growers keep cost figures, so that 
when data of this sort is required 
it is neceseary for state or govern- 
mental agencies to make cost surveys. 

The most re@ent  production-cost 
figures for cotton. compiled by the 
U. S. department of agriculture, are 
based upon an analysis of 2,519 
schedules for 1923 taken throughout 
the cotton belt. A condensed tabu- 
lation of the results follows, and I 
shall read it to you: 
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The lesson of these figures is too 
obvious for argument. Unless we 
raise our yield to the acre, instead 
of planting more acres, we will grow 
cotton at a loss of time and money 
at the epot prices of this very day 
we have. The farmer who makes 
around a bale of cotton to the acre, 
or even an average of from 300 to 
400 pounds of lint to the acre stands 
an opportunity of making a reason- 
able profit. » Th» average farmer 
doesn't do this as shown. The aver- 
ave tenant has a poor show in cotton. 

Dean's Great Work. 

Recently the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce made an exhaustive 
survey of the ecottor production prob- 
lems confronting this country, and 
from that survey, directed most ad- 
mirably by William. Harper Dean. 
chief of the agricultural bureau, I 
have gathered much of the data that 
I have used. The conclusions of that 
survey were summarized by Mr. Dean 
as .follows: 

“The trend of prodaction of cotton 
in the United States has heen down- 
ward. accompanied by higher price 
for the raw produet. This. situation 
recently brought about a curtailment 
of buying of finished mill products 
which resulted in at least a tempo- 
rary depression of the cotton sninnine 
industry of this country. It also has 
had the effect of stimulating increas- 
ed efforts on the part of foreign gov- 
ernments, notably the British. to de- 
veley. potential eotton dreas in other 
lands. So while the aggregate value 
of the cotton crop to the south is 
much greater than it has been in 
years when production mere nearly 
approached consumptive . demands, 
nevertheless. present tendencies are 
unhealthy enes and it stands to ref- 
son fhat the best insurance for prof- 
itable production of cott lies in 
the direction of an increased produc- 
tion of the stanle at a lower cost. 

“This can be achieved only by 
raising the rate of vield per acre. 
And this in turn calls for a more hich- 
lv snecialized svstem of nroduction 
inve'ving maintenance of a_highe: 
degree of soil fertility. more inten- 
sive cultivation, retation of crops eo 
that evtton does not follow directly 
on cotton. the use of better varieties 
of estton and more aercressive and in- 
tellivrent action toa the end of con- 
trolling the weevil In other words. 
the day of profitable cotton produc- 
ton by lonse methods has rassed and 
it would seem that the futvre of this 
industry must he committed to a 
more efficient class of cotton grow- 
ers. This would indicate that more 
and more. will cotton production he 
taken out of the henda of the neern 
and vlaced in those of the white 
man.”

Had Long Service. 


Chief Cody is believed to be the 
oldest fire chief, from a point of 
continuous service, in the ‘entire coun- 
try. He has served as a member of 
the Atlanta fire department since 18 
years old, having joined the Tallulah 
fire company No. 3 at that time. The 
station to which he was attached 
first was located on Broad street, 
where the Grant building now stands. 

Although 60 years old, the chief 
still leads his men to manv fires, and 
always is in the thickest part of the 
fight. His natural ability to lead men, 
coupled with his efficiency as a fire 
fighter, made his rise in the depart- 
ment rapid, and he was elected chief 
10 years ago. His capability for of- 
fice, and his knowledge of the strue- 
ture of all of the city’s large build- 
ings, led city council, 1918, to sponsor 
a charter amendment to retain Chief 
Cody in his present position for life.

Dr. John IT’. Kennedy, city health 
officer, and Alderman W. B. Duvall, 
who have led the fight for milk pas- 
teurization here, together with several 
representatives of the Fulton County 
Medical association and the state or- 
ganization, spoke in favor ct the ordi- 
nance at the public hearing held be- 
fore the committee Thursday. 

Dr. Kennedy stated that although 
the measure is a great forward stride, 
pasteurization of all milk proyid.s 
the only xuarantee of its purity an‘ 
that, eventually, such steps will be 
necessary. 

Favors Total Pasteurization. 

The milk commission, in its recom- 

mendations to council, aleéo stated its 
convictions that the city would be 
receiving maixmum protection if all 
milk were pasteurized properly, but 
Le:ieved that it would be inexpedient 
to require pasteurization of all miik 
at this time, and recogmended te or- 
dinauce as approved by the ¢ommit- 
Lee. 
In addition to requiring pasteuriza- 
tion of all but certified and grade A 
raw milk, the ordinance provides com- 
pliance with stringent regulations be- 
fore milk can be rated as grade A. 
In fact, 26 sanitary requirements 
must be met, and milk produced that 
Govs not contain a bacterial count of 
more than 50,000, before it can be 
Kplaced® in the highest grade of raw 
milk. 

Among important provisions . con 
tained in the ordinance, in edidtion to 
the pasteurization clause, are those 
which. require all milk suld in res- 
taurants, hotels, soda fourttains, cafes 
and stores to be served in the original 
containers, and prevents diepensing it 
from cans; grading of all milk; 
proper sterilization of all utensils; 
inspection of dairy farms and milk 
plants for the purpose of grading 
milk; strict physical examination of 
all employees of dairies to determine 
whether they are carriers »f typhoid, 
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All sections of the ordinance with 
the exception of that dealing with 
pastuerization will be effective when 
it is signed by the mayer. A maxi- 
mum fine vf $100 is provided for any 
P violation. 

In addition to Dr. Kennedy and 
Dr. Duvall, the committee was ad- 
dressed by Dr. Theodore Toepel, presi- 
dent of the Fulton County Medical 
association; Dr. Charles Boynton, a 
member of that association; Dr. C. W 
Roberts, chairman of the legislative 
committee of the state asseciation, and 
A. W. Nancc, local dairyman, who is 
a member of the city milk commission 

All physicians urged that the ordi- 
nance be adopted, and expressed ap 
proval of complete pasteurization. Mr.

President White told the stockhold- 
ers that government inspection was 
inaugurated last October and that now 
the plant is open to all markets in 
the country.

Beeause of the prevalence of rats in 
Atlanta and the enormous destruc- 
tion caused by them and the disease 
. spread by them, the West End Wo- 
man’s club has interested itself in the 
campaign now being conducted by 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture to rid the nation of the pest. 

Mrs, J. W. Young is chairman of 
the committee cooperating with the 
department of agriculture. Mrs. W. 
W. Mooney is cochairman. 

The experience of investigators and 
demonstrators of the biological survey 
has shown that a few single measures, 
consistently employed will rid a com- 
munity of rats. Control measures 
must be intelligently applied. Rats 
are hard to exterminate, and success 
will attend only persistent effort. 
Rats cannot long survive a concerted 
and sustained onslaught. 

Poisoning has been found to be ‘the 
most efficient means of destroying the 
rat, and this means can b? used with 
safety under intelligent direction. The 
government uses mostly powdered 
barium carbonate. This is an inex- 
pensive mineral and baits poisoned 
with it are readily taken by rats. It 
is placed upon such foods as are most 
read.ly eaten by rats. It has the ad- 
vantage of being slow in its action 
and the rats affected by it usually 
have time to leave the premises in 
search of water or return to their bur- 
rows. 

The club desires the cooperation of 
every resident of the Seventh wara. 
lt is requested that those whose prem- 
ises have rats on them will pay a 
nominal! fee to help defray expenses of 
the work, but, if one is unwilling or 
unable to pay the small fee covering 
the cost of the work, the work will be 
done for him without charge. 

Those residents who wish to co- 
operate in riding the ward of rats 
will please call Mrs. J. W. Young at 
West OL75 for further information. 

Anyone who is interested may ob- 
tain from the bureau of biological 
survey, United States department of 
agriculture, Washington, D. C., infor- 
mation in regard to the habits, life 
history, and economic status of the 
rat. The surgedn general, United 
States public health service, Washing- 
ton, D. C., will gladly send to anyone 
information regarding the relation of 
the rat to the public health. These 
booklets will arouse anyone who reads 
them to the necessity of taking con- 
certed effort to rid his community of 
the pests.
